X de kings moſt excellent Mateſtic vpon luch true aduertitement as he hath recetued, as well froiti the Loyd Leute ⸗ 
0 nant of this kingdome, as krom vs the Loꝛd Deputie and Louncell of the ſame, ofthe extreame death ot all things in 
DES; 


Etuis Kealme, with many other inconueniences ottalioned onely thzough the alteration ofthe Standerd of the monies 
in the lame. His Maieſtie accozdinghignaturallinclination to aduance the good ol his ſuviects, andthe carehe hath 
. taken euer ſince he came to this Crowne, to ſee the lame redꝛeſled, hath had many tondultations with his Highnelle 

ell to that purpoſe, And loꝛ as much as it hath appeared to be very hard without a filuer copne to remoone thoſe great in⸗ 
conuenences which the baſer Coyne hath bꝛought foꝛth, his Maieſtie (fox the greater eaſe and tommoditie of his Arme and good 
tubiettg ofthis Realme ) hath thought meet not onely to eſtabliſh a new Standerd of nine ounces fine lluer being the auntient ſtan⸗ 
derd of this kingdome) but alſo to reduce the baſe mixt monies of thzee ounces fine to their value in liluer, and fox the ble of the poo⸗ 
rer ſort, to allow the monies of meere Copper, as pence and halfepence, to haue ſtill their courſe amongſt his M aieſties Subiccts, 
with ſuch caution as hereafter ſhall be expꝛeſſed. All which his Maieſtie by his Highneſſe letters dated at Woodſtocke the ſeuen 
teene day of September laſt, in the firſt yeare ofhis Maieſties raigne ol England, France and Ireland, and of Scotland the xrrviichath 
authoztzed vs to eſtabliſh, we thereloꝛe in his Maieſties name, do hereby pꝛoclaime and plubliſh, his Maieſties exp2eſſe will 
end pleaſure to be, that fromthe eleuenth day ok this October 1603 each peete of the ſaid new Standerd of nine ounces fine, beaa⸗ 
ring the name of a ſbiling, ſball goe curt ant and be taken of all perſons in this kingdome foz twelue pence ſterling, % Al other pee⸗ 
ces ot that new Standerd of ſiluer ratably actoꝛding to their pꝛopoꝛtion to the ſaid tweluepente. And foꝛ that there may be a due 
pꝛopoꝛtton betwixt the baſe mixt monies now currant here, and the ſaidnew Standerd of ſiluer, his Maieſties will and cöman⸗ 
dement is, and ſo we hereby in his Maieſties name pꝛotlaime aud eſtabliſh, that from the day afozeſaid, the ſaid mixt monies bee 
called downe to a third part, the peece of tweluepence to be currant fox foure pence ofthis new Standerd, and all other peeces of 
the ſaid mixt Co yne after the ſame rate, and ſo to run currant # be taken by all is Maieſties ſubiects in this kingdome, notwith⸗ 
ſtanding thefc finer monies now eſtabliſhed, And foz ſuch monies as are of meere copper (as pence and halfepcnce) his Maieſties 
pleaſure andcommandement likewiſe is, and ſo we doe in his Mateſttes name pꝛoclaime and eſtabliſh, that the ſaide peeces of 
Coyne ofpence and halfcpence bringofmeere Loper, ſhall till haue courſe and be currant at the ſame ratetheyare now, amongſt 
bis Maieſtie s people in this kingdome, fox the moze neceſlarie vſe ofthe poozer ſozt, with this caution x pzoutſo notwithſtanding, 
that no man is hereby bound to take oz reteiue ofthe ſaid Copper pence oz hallepence in any payment, aboue fiſtie ſhillings in the 
Hundzeth pounds, and after that rate in leſſe oꝛ greater ſummes, viz. the foxtiethpart of any payment. And fox that au men yane 
hereby a means to vtter the monies of meere Copper, being pence andhalfepence, which are kept currant chiefly fox the reliefe and 
ſuſtentation of the lines ofthe pooꝛe, who are not able otherwiſe to helpe themſelues, then by the charitable deuotion#fothers. 

We doe therefoze charge # command all ſuch ag ſell victuals oz other commodities fit fox their reliefe, to teteme of the ſaid pooze 
theſaidpence and halfepence, ſoit exceed not foure pence at a time. e doe further ſtraightiy charge and command all manner 
of people within this kingdome, to obferue all this his Maieſties will and commandement, vpon paine of foztie dares impziſon⸗ 
ment, without baile oz inlargement, and ſuch other fine and puniſhment, as fox their demerits in bzeaking the ſame oz any part 
therof, ſhall by vs the Lozd Deputic * Louncell be thought fit to be inflicted, as vpon thoſe that impugne his Mateſties royall pꝛe⸗ 
rogatiue, And foꝛ as mich as this his Maieſtieg pꝛintely care of the welfare ofhis ſubiects, deſerueth on their parts all dutifutl 
obedience x thankefulnelle, which they can no wap better expxeſſe, then by rating their commodities at ſuch reaſonable pꝛiles as 
bpon this alteration of the Standerd, and redueing the mixt monies to their true value is now expected : which we doubt not will 
by the wel-minded ſubiects be willingly perfoꝛmed. And fox others that ſhall ſbew themſelues obſtinate, either in diſobeping any 
part of this his Maieſties Pꝛoclamation, oz in holding ſuch commodities as they haue to ſell, at vnreaſonable pꝛiſes, wee hereby 
ſraightly charge à command all Maiozs, Sheriffes, Juſtices ol Peace, # all other his Mateſties publikxeOfficers within their 
ſeuerall iuriſdictions x ltnits, to haue a ſpetiall care that this his Maieſtieg Pꝛotlamation be in all points obſerued and kept, ano 
within thetr ſaid limits to vſe their beſt diligence in ſetting of reaſonable pꝛiles as wel vpon all manner ol victuals, as all other tom⸗ 
modities, and to appꝛehend all ſuch as (ball either umpugne the ſame, oz ſball keepe their commodities, victuals, oꝛ wares, at higher 
rates then they ſhall be reaſonably pzized at, and the partie oz parties ſo appꝛehended, to commit to the Gayle till dur pleaſure ſhal 
be therein further knowne, Giuen at his Paieſties Laſtle at Dublin thig eleuenth day of October. 1603.
